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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Applicant's election without traverse of Species I, claims 87-89, in the reply filed 
on April 25, 2006 is acknowledged. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication In this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 87-89 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by USPN 
4,701,995 to Dolan et al or in view of USPN 5.497,015 to Ishibashi et al or in view of 
JP08095231 . Dolan et al describe forming a waveguide structure and describe (column 
3, lines 50-60) use of electron beam direct writing because of superior depth of focus. 
Ishibashi et al describe (column 16, last paragraph) forming a grating having concave 
and convex portions on the surface by with an electron beam. JP08095231 describes 
(Figure 2 and Page 4 of the translation) drawing with an electron beam on a spherical 
surface of an optic element. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the Invention Is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth In section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary sl<ill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner In which the invention was made. 
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This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e). (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 87-89 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
USPN 4.701,995 to Dolan et al or in view of USPN 5.497,015 to Ishibashi et a! or in 
view of JP08095231 . each in view of USPN 6.184,524 to Brink et al. Brink et al disclose 
well known control of electron microscope including energy filtering. The modification of 
energy in any of Dolan et al, Ishibashi et al, or JP08095231 by energy control within a 
depth of focus would have been obvious at the time applicant's invention was made to a 
person having ordinary skill in the art because energy control improves energy 
application for focus, scan, and write steps.
